Murderer Is Safest Risk 
For Parole Says Expert 

'A murdei-er is the safest risk for parole', stated Pro- 
fessor Westley, "and is a better risk than even a shoplif- 
ter". . - 



The professor pointed out that 
there arc people whose make-up 
will lead tncm to commit murder 
once, under certain circum- 
stances, but never again unless 
the exact circumstances nre du- 
plicated. Murderers belong to 
this class; it is extremely unlike- 
ly that they will commit murder 
more than once, and thus they 
arc usually excellent parolees. 

Of course the personality of 
the individual Ls relevant to n 
slight degree in determining 
whether he will commit a crime 
he added. But there is no mur- 
derer's personality. This refutes 
asfonncrly held belief that all 
murderers are homicidal mani- 
acs.

Chu Attacks Policies Of Red China 



Mr. Fu-Sing Chu, Minister and 
Clîarge D'affaires of tlic Formosan 
Embassy In Canada, bitterly at- 
tacked the policies of the Commu- 
nist govenunent of the Mainland 
Friday. 

Speaking in the second of the 
ISA speaker series, Chu singled 
out the communal system as being 
one of the largest evils of the 
Conununist system. "They have 
descended to the most ruthless 
methods to coerce the people, 
taking drastic measures to wipe 
out all the 4>Id traditions and es- 
tablish something new." 

FAMILY DESTROYED. 

The people, he declared, are 
mere cogs in the collective ma- 
chines, being fed just enough to 
keep them alive and working, and 
con be "shunted back and forth" 
at the will of the government. 

He went on to point, out -that 



the traditional,- family unit whicli 
had persisted in China for cen- 
turies, had been destroyed. This 
was done by Jiaving everybody 
live in barracks and the children 
live in common nurseries, with — 
in many communed — only one 
mess hall for everybody. 

"The .people work and live 
like^ts . . . - with no freedom, no 
family.*Ufe, and no privacy." , 

Chu declared that ..Communtst 
China's should be of great interest 
and concern to the West as it 
was her leaders intention to sub- 
jugate the whole of Asia." "They 
openly admit to oppression at 
home and aggression abroad as 
their ideology requires continual 
expansion," he owerved.

Canadians Are 
Anti-Intellectual 
Claims O'Hearn 

WINDSOR (CUP) — JÎ0V. 14 —

threatened by those anti-intellec-' 
tual trends which flow in all pio- 
neer societies: And also by a 
special kind of anti-lntcllcctua- 
ifsm which is inherent in the 
Canadian character!!. . ; 

llr. O'Heam.-was^speddite at 
the Second AnhûâlfSeminar on 
Cana'dian^Amerleah'Telations held 
at Assumption ' University. . 

He'empnasized that'^ti spite of 
progress in arts there is some 
catdhing up to be done. He then 
listed some examples of opposite 
trends, which included a quota- 
tion from Brendan Bchan, the 
Irish -plawright; "The average 
(Torontonian . . ii a fellow, who 
leaves the arts to his wife. He 
does ihis hecause he thinks it's' 
sort of feminine -for a real, her 
man Torontonian to .he interes- 
ted in the theatre or art or poe- 
try. He thinks those things are 
sissy". Mr. O'llcarn applied this 
comment to all Canadians. 

"Wc are in a society only two 
steps removed from tlic pioneer. 
The standards ivbich;the irontier- 
life applied are stlU 'Cunent, if 
disguised". ' 

He 'believed the artist's wants 
were three "a living,- room to 
breathe, and «n -auçiicnce. In 
Canada today, in spite of formi- 
dable anti-intcUectualism, the ar- 
tist can gain the first two. Even 
the audience Is on Ihe move. ' 
It will catch up in time".

to the Psychology Club Friday. 
He stated that In certain limited 
cases, crime can be s explained 
in tefms of personality. That is, 
given a certain crime, you' can 
show that a certahi personality is 
present, and when a certain per- 
sonality occurs, you can prove 
that a certain crime will occur. 

However this is not true in a 
broader sense. Crime is a matter 
of social definition which changes 
Bcographlcally and through time. 
You can perform a certain act 
at >noDn legally, and perform it 
an hour later to iind it has be- 
come a crime. Your personality 
has not changed during tlie 
hour, he said. 

CONDITION REPULSION 

Westley pointed oiit that 3h cer- 
tain' societies in which laws are 
not -writton down, there are acts 
which people instinctively feel to 
be criminal or immoral because 
they have been conditioned to 
feel revulsion toward certain pat- 
terns of behavior. 

He compared our attitude to- 
ward an embezzler and a slasher. 
The embezzler usually docs not 
steal becaucs he needs to, and his 
actions ultimately harm more peo- 
ple than do the actions of a slas- 
Jior, who. inflicts .superficial' cuts 
on a few people because of an 
emotional disturbance that should 
be cured, not punished. 

Yet the embezzler gets three 
years imprisonment, with time 
off for good hehaviour.^and goes 
right back to embeîslihg, ,whlla 
the slasher gets a 'long prison 
term and becomes ■ ■soeUl. out-'

"Wheji the McGill Conference on World Affairs 
began in the autumn of 1957, it wa.s . something new 
and strange in Canadian University life. The initia- 
tive taken by its founders caught the public spotlight; 
press, radio and television applauded. 

In the eyes of many, the enhanced prestige 
brought to this university was sufficient raison d'être 
fort MCWA's exi.stence. That.:was,. three year* ago. 
But now, as the conference becomes something of an ' 
old hat and the original enthu.siasm of the mass media ' 
wanes, questioning its basic merits revives. To some 
extent prestige is still an adequate answer. But soul- 
searching demands a leas superficial approach. It 
demand.s, in short; that MCWA be intellectually pro- 
ductive. 

Perusal of this year's program is sufficient to 
realize the depth at which considerïition of North 
America's moat cherished values, inveterate propa- 
ganda blurbs, and catchy maxims of good living, will 
be carried out. The planned post-conference brochure 
— designed to record worthy contributions to thought 
emanating from an incessant four days of academic 
give and take — represents a long-overdue attempt to 
make the voice of the student of fundamental quest- 
ions articulate outside" his immediate milieu. 

The organisation of delegates into small discuss- 
ion groups emphasizes diversity. In each gi-oup there 
•will be American, French-Canadian, African and Asian 
Btudents as well as representatives from tlie major 
■geographical regions of Canada. Opinions are bound 
to be striking in contrast, a factor which does more 
than anything el.se to dispel cant and thç atrophy of 
common assumptions, usually assumed to be beyond 
discussion. Herein lies the success of MCWA last year. 
Delegates. with many differing backgrounds came to 
a greater understanding of those sides of the question 
to which they had -hitherto remained unexposed. , . 

It is our hope that a similar result will be achieved 
this year. 

For the students at McGill who are not delegates, 
something of considerable value is provided by the 
open sessions including :a panel discussion of Demo- 
cracy in French Canada. The concentration of brain 

Sower at these sessions is perhaps unequalled in 
[CWA'a. history. Professors Watkins, Kissinger and 
Lerner are a learned triumvirate indeed to help us 
' assess our society's value and structure and to guage 
its merits and demerits in practice. MCWA will fail 
if it does.not stimulate widespread thought about and 
healthy crfticism' of our goals, and the nieans of 
achieving them. The failure . will not be MCWA's 
alone. But rather that of students who stand to lose 
if the conference is not fully supported. A challenge 
in ideas' awaits anyone who is willing to accept- it.

Traces of Franklin's 
winter quarters were found on 
- Bcechey Island: Esklmoes re- 
ported seeing white mc;i dragg- 
ing a boat along the shore of 
•King William's Island, .which is 
off the Arctic coast of Canada, 
20 degrees north of Winnipeg; 
a canoe party down the Mac- 
kenzie^RySBf-'^ àscqrtained that 
Franklih's^'nien had tried to 
reacli the Hudson Bay ctfmpany 
settlement by the Fish River 
Route. With that, the govern- 
ment was content. 

L.ady Franklin, however, was 
not. In 1850 she sent out a pri- 
vate relief ship which finally 
discovered a cairn on Point Vic- 
tory with a record of the trip 
up. to April . 1848. 

After Wintering- on Boothey 
Island, they had set sail south 
through Peel and Franklin 
Straits in 1846, till they were 
stopped by ice moving down 
the then-unknown M'Clintock 
Channel. Franklin died in June 
the next year. It was not until 
April of 1848, when their three- 
year .supply of food almost fi- 
nished that the party deserted 
their Ice-bound ships, having 
lost 25 men besides their leader. 

They built the cairn and left 
for the Back Fish River. They 
must have been very weak, for 
an Eskimo woman reported 
that they were falling down 
and dying as they walked.. 

The Society 

- It Is for sir John that the 
Franklin Society of McGIII is 
named, and not for Benjamin 
Franklin as is so often thought. 
It is va- sort of junior branch 
of the Arctic Institute of Nortli 
America, whose Montreal branch 
is part of the university; the 
sctciety's members form a cross 
section of the undergraduates, 
postgraduatos and faculty of the 

h geography, , geology, roology 

,r and . botiany- departments. 

'* At our last meeting. Dr. J.C. 
Reed, new' head of the, Arctic 
Institute, told us how things 
have changed up north since 
Franklin went there. 
Things have changed greatly, 

~but our reasons for going re- 
main the samercurloslty, mili- 
tary strategy, and economics. 
.". Military strategy has resulted 
in much of recent Arctic re- 
search being financed, directly 
or indirectly, by the govern- 
ments concerned " though wc 
are not so prone to imagine 
the Russians inarching over the 
polar ice at a drop of a shoe 
as do our neighbors across the 
border. Unfortunately :.w« a re 
behind- the US.S.R.^ in 'polar 
research — "we know that they 
know more than we know" — 
because their program is more 
imaginative, cxtcn-iivc, bcttiT 
organised and better coordin- 

- ated than North .America'.s. 
However, the setting-up of 
DEW. line. BMEWj^system and 
other military posts,»^'and • the 
problems involved, has reawak- 
ened our governments to the 
importance of knowledge of the 
Arctic. \ 

Military Bases . 

Many cf the Arctic military 
basçs Are directly concerned 



with research, such as Peters 
Lake in northeast Alaska, es- 
lablished by the Geophysics de- 
partment of the U.S. Air Force. 
The e.Ncellenl Arctic lab at 
Point Barrow, operated by the 
Univcr.sity of Alaska, Is sup 
ported by the U.S". Navy. A few 
nmiles away the Air Force has 
^its Arrow Medical Lab, at Ladd 
'Air Base, which is soon to be 
turned over to the Army.

establishment of these per- 
manent bases means that ■ re- 
search need no longer be limi- 
ted to a temporary camp as be- 
fore. 

Before the Nuclear Age, 
economic- potentlar was a great- 
er, motive than strategy. Frank- 
lin was not the first man to 
attempt Ihe North West Pas- 
sage — the Vikings, sailed the 
Arctic waters centuries before, 
Columbu-s crossed the Atlan- 
tic — but had his ships gone 
faster çr the winter ice been 
less, he would have found it a 
more practical route to the 
.Pacific than ihe long trip 
round Cape Horn; the Panama 
Canal was yet to be bulK. 

Now, of course, sea ice is no 
trouble to navigate, for . we 



thci'e is a story of 'one such sub 
sent out to some Ice-IIoc sta- 
tion. 

After many days under Ihc ice, 
navigating cinly by instruments, 
llicy decided that, according to 
the instruments, they should be 
I'xactly at the spot. Doubtfully 
they broke through the ice and 
ihe captain looked through ihe 
periscope : "Great gallopine 
grass-hoppers, p'onset huts nil 
around me!" But submarines are 
less of a commercial possibililv 
than aircraft; much polar work 
is carried out by air comnnnles. 

No Treasure Chest 
. Actually the Arctic it not ciuile 
the untapped treasure chest it is 
rumoured to be, especially as 
most nf its mineral resources, 
however good, cost too much In 
labour and transport to be worth 
mining yet — though they will be 
developed as they are needed. 
Moreover, Ihe Eskimos nre poor 
workers at long term projects; 
hence attempts at mining coal in 
Alaska, or farming caribou on 
tundra ranches (being Ideally 
adapted to the environment) pro- 
vetl failures. . ' ; 

But when all Is said and done, 
it is neither miHtary strategy 
nor economics that forces us to 
leave the comfort and security of 
our urban existence; that has 
done so since time began: it 
is an insatiable curiosity that 
drives us out. to the .desolate

Theatre is a "saving" film. It is the kind of picture that 
simply makes one "feel good". 



Not having seen any pictures 
on a similar level lor many 
months, 1 found I had uncons- 
ciously produced a now set of 
values for my Judgements of 
movies. This picture brougiit 
about a devaluation of many 
movies I had seen. It actually 
made mc aware of just Itow 
much poor film fare is produ- 
ced by Hollywood.

In bringing the Churchill trophytto McCill,. the Redmen 
have brough the curtain down on a-treméndously/succèssful 
seasop. Emblematic of Canadian Senior Intercollegiate fool- 
balli supremacy, the trophy returns to the Eest for another 
season. 

The beating incurred by the Golden Bears at the hands 
of the Redmen is not necessarily indicative of the general 
supremacy of Eastern Intercollegiate football over Westerp 
calibre. Alberta v/as the best of the West and McCIII the. 
best of the East; but there are. certain facts which must 
be borne in mind. 
FIVE FACTORS 

' Firstly, the McCi II Redmen of 1960 arc one of the 
best teams ever to play in the college loop." Secondly, the 
average age of the Alberta crew is about 18 and certainly 
not more than 19 while the average age of the Redmen 
hovers around 22 or 23. The average age bears a direct 
relationship on experience. Most of the players of McCiil 
have several years of experience in organized football. To 
choose one outstanding example, Tom Skypeck, Eastern all- 
star quarterback and winner of thé most valuable player 
award, has played organized football one year at McGill, a 
few years at Cornell and previous to that probably played 
football in high school. On the other hand, Alberta's quarter- 
back, Garry Smith is only completing his second year in 
organized ball. Smith is only 18 years old but even at this 
point shows excellent potential as a double threat runner 
and passer. 

; Thirdly, the Bears, all young end lacking experience, 
were stunned before 9000 decidely pro-McGill spectators. 
At no time has this team performed before more than 
1000 people. Fourthly, the Westerners were apprehensive, 
to say the least, after readinjgt'descriptions of the Redmen 
in press-releases and in newspapers extolling their.virtues 
and unchecked powers. The Bears are a small, team,, only 
one player weighing over 200 lbs. while the Redmeri line 
has several players, well over 6 feet in height and topping 
the scales at 220 or thereabouts. 

Fifthly, bear in mind, if you will, that the Redmen have 
also clobbered Western and Toronto and decisively beaten 
Queen's: This leads us to summise that Alberta would fare 
well against Varsity- and the Mustang's, winning' their share, 
and would hold their own against the Gaels. The Golden 
Bears didn't have the bail rolling for them; with a few 
good breaks the game may have been a lot closer. 

Meanwhile, back at the ranch, the Redmen hang up 
their cleats for another season. 
SUCCESSFUL SEASON 

This season was the most successful football-wise, that 
MoGill has enjoyed for 22 years. This remarkable and 
wonderful team has gained both the Yates trophy andjhe 
Churchill trophy. 

Tjhirty-threç players and three . coaches swept away 
listleness and apathy and the students rosj8-.as one to support 
McGill's reoresentatives. Hats, off to the Redmen. 
OTHER TEAMS 

Last yjeek overlapping with; the glorious football season, 
four other McCill teamf sWept- into -action.. The: senior.and 
intermediate basketball and hockey clubs started' their 
campaigns for titles in their respective leagues. The Redmen 
hoopsters and pucksters boast strong teams and if they can 
enjoy the support afforded to the football team McCIII may 
very well add to this year's collection of trophies. 

The support for the basketball team has been espe- 
cially poor in> recent years. In their last ganrie at home,, 
there were less thai^.'lS McCill supporters. This Thursday 
evening at 8 the Redmen hoopsters will host Mac Flynn's 
highly rated Georgians in the Currie Gym.

The Hockey team has a K-l record so. far. In their 
first outing, Coach Ken Murray's charges defeated Sir George 
8-2 and. in their last game, the Redmen were defeated 6-4 
by a fast skating team from the U. of M. In the latter 
contest, McGill fell back on the tactics which last year 
prevented them from copping the title. If will be .remem 
bered that' in last season's games,, the Redmen always 
finished the first 40 minutes of hockey leading their oppo- 
nents.
